Summary of Activities 1969 


The year 1969 was a first for the Town of Waterville Valley. It 
was the first year that there was an organized fulltime Police De- 
partment in the Valley. 


The Town not only hired two full time police officers, but it 
purchased a police cruiser and two-way radio equipment as well. 
This has provided the Town with a self sustaining police operation. 


A host of varied services have been offered by the Police De- 
partment. A continuous property inspection program is in effect. 
School safety programs are held periodically. Traffic and highway 
safety enforcement has been stepped up in an effort to curb the in- 
creasing number of traffic accidents occurring on our highways. 


Of special note is the N. H. Ski Registration Program that 
originated in Waterville Valley. This program is underway on a 
statewide basis and is growing rapidly in popularity and skier appeal. 


The Police Department has also been busy attempting to curb 
drug abuse in the Valley. This problem, which is national in scope, 
has also to a small degree touched Waterville Valley as well. 


Perhaps one of the most important tasks that our Police De- 
partment has performed, is that of providing information to visitors 
and motorists. In 382 instances, police officers made contact with 
these people and supplied information that ranged from where Water- 
ville Valley is, to the height of Mount Tecumseh. 


The “boys in blue” have truly become the visible representatives 
of the Town of Waterville Valley. We shall continue to be so, and 
in a manner that will reflect credit upon the community.

OSCEOLA LIBRARY 
REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 
FOR THE YEAR 1969 


The Trustees accomplished several things for the Library this 
year. A Statement of Policy was approved by the State Library, 
thus establishing the Osceola Library as a member of the State 
Library Development Program and making us eligible for State 
aid, financial and otherwise. We applied for and received a $100 
grant from the State which is designated for use in building up our 
basic reference collection in 1970. A notable addition to our pres- 
ent collection was made as a result of an effort by Harry and Ibby 
Stearns, who obtained at a cost of $25.00 a twenty-five year old 
set of the Encyclopedia Britannica which was being discarded by 
the Taft School. A total of $135.68 was spent on book purchases. 


An attractive hand stamp was designed and prepared by Hans 
Rey which is now being used for identifying all books belonging to 
our Library. In addition, Mr. Rey designed and had printed a 
bookplate to be inserted henceforth in all books that are gifts of 
the W.V.A.I1.A. (Waterville Valley Athletic & Improvement As- 
sociation) . 


The Bookmobile visited the Valley four times, and a total of 
568 books were borrowed, the large majority of these being chil- 
dren’s books. The Trustees feel that one of our important goals 
in the next few years will be to cooperate with the School in its 
demands for extra reading material for young people. More space 
is needed before we make progress in this direction, however. 
Lack of space is, in fact, the most crucial problem we face at the 
present time.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The Waterville Valley School is now in its second year of opera- 
tion. As expected, we are experiencing growing pains. The school 
enrollment has nearly doubled and with it the increased pressure 
of providing good basic education. In multiple grade situations 
another pupil here and an added extra grade there inevitably means 
more staff. 


With an expected school population next year of approximately 
25 pupils the school board has wisely, I think, included another 
full-time teacher in the budget. 


The board is now studying space requirements which should be 
planned and ready for use in September of 1971. What the archi- 
tect will ultimately recommend is not known at this time but dis- 
cussion has centered somewhat about an open concept modern ele- 
mentary school that could be easily expandable to all for population 
growth. 


The Waterville Valley School Board has petitioned to become a 
part of the Plymouth AREA School for grades 9-12 and the petition 
is being acted on by the State Board of Education. If they approve, 
which is likely, the district will vote at the annual meeting. It 
seems to the best interests of both parties if favorable action is 
taken. It makes sense to provide guaranteed space for high school 
students in the future who wish to attend public schools. Geo- 
graphical location alone makes it impractical to attend any other 
public high school. I recommend you support the action of the board 
in this respect. 


Mr. Magnuson and Miss Hern are doing well in their assign- 
ments. From observation and talking with parents of children 
concerned, there seems to be a mutual feeling of satisfaction. The 
district has provided them with adequate supplies, equipment and 
modern textbooks. The addition of French in the upper grades has 
been well received. ‘There are few schools of this size where a 
foreign language is possible. 


The past year has been challenging and rewarding. Progress 
has been made and I expect to do everything I can to see that it 
continues. Do not hesitate to contact the school or myself with mat- 
ters pertaining to the education of your children,

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the 
State af New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual 
report show the total amount paid to the superintendent of schools 
as per the following quotation: ‘‘Reports. Each superintendent of 
a supervisory union shall annually prepare a report of the total 
salary paid to the superintendent, showing in detail the amount 
paid by the state and each local school district, and their share of 
same. Said report shall be filed with the school board of each school 
district involved and shall be included in the annual report of the 
respective school district as a separate entry. A like report and 
entry shall be made for each assistant superintendent, teacher con- 
sultant, and business administrators, if any is in service in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among 
the several school districts of the union on the basis of adjust- 
ed valuations. One - half pro-rated on the basis of average 
daily membership in the school for the previous school year ending 
June 30th. The salary of $11,500, which was received by the super- 
intendent of schools of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 1968 and 
1969 was made up as follows: $4,000.00 paid by the State of New 
Hampshire and $7,500.00 pro-rated among the several school dis- 
tricts. Allowance of $1,400.00 for travel within the union was also 
pro-rated as stated above.
